Lord Kobcrt. Cecil, thci Mnrquls of 
Salisbury, died Saturday at Hatfield, In 
tho bouse where -he wna born and where 
he had. spent his long .and busy' life; 
whore nnothcr Lord Cecil, entertained r rhe; 
beautiful Queen- Elizabeth" in tho six- 
teenth century; he, too,' being England's 
prime minister. 

• The Into mnrquis was the fourth one of 
his rnco to rule the- affairs of the British" 
empire from thnt honorable post lu the 
shadow of tho throne. 

The' ninrn ui's was lorn Feb. 3, 1830, 
nnd wns educated at ChrlBt's College, 
graduating In 1840. Four years Inter lio 
took Ills. scat lu Parliament on<] for tho 
past fifty years hnu Leon a. figure in 
British politics, For thirty-five years ho 
was a utu teaman of cabinet rank, and 
for the paBt rjnarter of a century the 
greatest figure In the world politics, with 
an experience in tho affairs of nations un- 
equalled by iniy of his- contemporaries; 
To bis knowledge and diplomacy, is duo 
the general Hueeesi of Great Britain In 
disputes of the past thirty yoarj, and to 
his judgment Its comparative freedom 
from war. ,. . - 

He mnrrled young and entirely ngn Inst 
his father's wishes; then, being partially 
disinherited, for years his life was almost 
a bread nud butter ntruggle.. "Long nights 
In tho house were succeeded by busy 
mornings nt the desk, writing for mnga- 
ztues the articles which maintained his 
modest establishment. Great Britain has 
reason to thank those early . strenuous 
dnys in the education of her premier. 
They taught hi in his -own strength, and 
In the contest of will with his father, he 
learned self-reliance. 

Tho first important recognition of his 
ability- enmc In lila appointment in 1800, 
to the post of Secretary of State for In- 
dia. Two years later he became -tlie 
Marquis of Salisbury, upon the death of 
his father. The next-year saw him elect- 
ed the chancellor of Oxford University, 
and ,In 1874 he was made secretary for 
India. 

In 1ST0 be took hla place 'unions the 
world's greatest diplomats,' when nt the 
close of the war between Turkey and 
Servla, he was" sent as special- ambassa- 
dor to tho Sublime Porte to arrange tho 
difference between Turkey nnd Russia. 
At tbe conference of the powers in Con- 
Rtnnthiopfo he represented Great Britain 
nnd was accounted the lender of the con- 




vention. In 1S7S he accompanied Lord 
Uenconsfleld (Hen jam In Disraeli;, the for* 
mer premier, to the Berlin congress, nnd 
for his' conspicuous service there he wns 
awarded the order, of. the Garter upon 
his return to England, and shortly nfter- 
wurds he was appointed sec rotary for for- 
eign affairs. In this capacity ho proved 
ono of the strongest and most judicious 
ministers Great Britain ever, produced. 
Ills retirement from the foreign ofllcc In 
November, 1000{ was a' severe blow to 
British prestige. abroad and to the Con- 
servative party nt home,.ht whose head 
he had been since 1881. 

Ills political enemies' were as numer- 
ous tia hla personal friends were few. 
He warred with Gladstone unceasingly 
during the later years of tho "Grand Old 
JlnnV life, and one time brought down 
the wrath of Parliament upon his head 
for Ills bitterness of tongue against Ills 
rival whom the people cherished, as they 
hated Salisbury. 

'Saliabury'B contempt ' for public opin- 
ion and for opinions of his. fellow "states- 
men was his most marked personal trait. 
Ho not'- only delighted in tanking unnec- 
essary and biting remarks, but he loved 
to nib verbal Rait into the sore spots for 
dnyfl afterward??

The weather bureau's weekly sum- 
mary of crop conditions Is as follows: 

This Is the third consecutive week of 
abnormally cool weather in tlie northern 
districts cast of the Itocky Mountains. 
More- favorable temperature conditions 
have prevailed in the Southcru States; A 
large part of tho MiBsourl and portions 
of tho upper Mississippi and lied River 
of theNorth valleys, have suffered; from 
excessive moisture, while drought pre- 
vails In the central and upper portions of 
the Ohio' valley, central and' southern 
Terns, and lu portions of Florida and 
Oklahoma. . 

-Throughout tho northern and easrtern 
portions of the corn belt tbe weather has 
been too cool for maturing corn, which 
li unusually late. The crop has, how- 
ever, generally improved, especially in tbo 
central and- western districts, the out- 
look being promising In Kansas. In tho 
northwestern portions of the corn belt, 
Including Xebraskn, Iowa, Wisconsin 
and portions of Missouri nnd Illinois, 
there Is urgent need for warmth and for 
tho most part sunshine. Drought in the 
upper Ohio valley has materially- lessen- 
ed tho prospects for corn In that sec- 
tion. . . ■ . " 

Italns have further checked tho pro- 
gress of tlie spring wheat harvest In tlio 
Vakotas pud Minnesota. In the central 
and northern Itocky Mountain aud north 
Pacific coast 'districts spring wheat har- 
vest, liiis progressed under favorable con- 
ditions. 

Oats In shock and stack have been In- 
jured by wet weather in portions of tho 
Missouri and upper Mississippi valleys. 

Cotton has mado rapid growth 
throughout' the cotton belt, nud In por- 
tions, of 4he~ central and western districts 
and, eastern North Carolina complaint 
of .too rapid. growth is quite general, rust 
nnd shedding being also reported in the 
central aud eastern districts, whilo 
heavy rains have caused Injury In por- 
tions of North Carol In a, Alabama, Louis- 
iana nnd- Arkansas, Little picking has 
been dolus' in South Carolina! Florida ond 
Texas, n "first" bale having been ginned 
in South Cirollna on tho 11th, four days 
later than the average. 

Cool weather has affected tobacco un- 
favorably In Kentucky, Pennsylvania 
and.

'Aug. 15, 1S12, occurred the massacre 
of Fort Dcnrborn, when out of OS men 
nud 32 women and children who -left the 
fort under Hio escort of the alleged 
friendly Indians, only 25 men and 11 
women nnd children escaped death. The 
following day the fort wns bunted aud 
lu 1S10 was rebuilt., 

The worst disaster which ever visited 
the city wns the great- fire of 1S71, which 
devoured three and n hnlf square miles 
of the best portion of the city. It nto 
Its way over a territory four miles in 
length nnd a mile and a quarter In width. 
The buildings destroyed were 17,-150, and 
nearly 100,000 persons were .left liome- 
lesH, Street frontage 73 miles In extent 
was burned, wltih a loss of ^200,000,000.

ply told the truth In each' and every 
cnao, no matter' what it le or .what 
brought it about. ot- what will bo its 
effect, .and every : Impartial, honest ed- 
itor In the country, hs well ns ovory 
loyal reader, has no thing -but' thanks 
to express to tho department and to' 
tho statistician who furnishes us with, 
these interesting figures and facta con-, 
ccrnlng our Indus trial' progress.
